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I muſt now rake up this ſhameful Aﬀeair, being forc'd to itby your 
no better Denial. This Woman (one of the looſer Gang of Pedlars, 
that offer good Penny worths of Muſlin,under pretence of a Seamans 
Covert Baron and Long Reach) lay Perdu for about ſix Years, to regain 
her forty Shillings ; and ſeeing her yearly Applications to conſecutive 
 Cenfors,were notprevalent-to cauſe: the Door. to refund, what he but 
too dearly earn'd ; tho? ſhe foundher Partizans baffl'd, and the DoRor 
diſcharg'd by the Judges ; yet thought (forfooth)tojump into an Eſtate, 
by ſach a favourable Opportunity, and-commenc'd a Suit.of 2000/1.

ther the Do&or.nor any of his Friends I am ſure, had any Hand init.” 
[The Author was a Profeſſor but no Door ; - a noiſy. Pamphletier ; that 
ſpark of flaſhy Nonſenſe ; your worthy Antagoniſt, and fit Match for - 
Controverſy : You may. eaſfly know him, whether he Speaks or- 
Writes, Prays or Rail's *tis all. one. Piſcs 2 Capite fetet.. 
But you were in Torment, pray any Tooth good Barber ; drowning in - 
Spight, caught at Graſs, any 4n/s, any thing to pull in' poor Greeh- 
«' You publiſhed a Scandalous Anſwer,to a Scandalow: Advertiſment ;.- 
whereby you _ abuſe the Innocent : For you might as eaſily have

deſervedly” Cenſured. - "Ml : 
muſt tell you for once; the Doctor is ſo confident of the Juſtice of 
bis Cauſe, that notwithſtanding your numerous Libels, he hath wric 


nothing as yet but his Book in Latin. The Reaſons and Remarks, you 
dare not attack, are the Proſecutors; who hath hitherto exposd you 


but moderately , notwithſtanding your Injuſtice bethe very Baſis of 


his formations; he could do it noatherwile, then by vindicacing the 
Door : As by Juſtice he was, and in Juſtice he ought tobe. Runs

Ycu had indeed ſome ſhew of a Pretence to anſwer, but no Cauſe 
to revile adeclared Innocent.

Certainly becaule it ex- 
poſeth the Faculty, as well as the Perſon. But tho' you were in the 
wrong, You both condemm'd and printed frſt with a Witneſs : Every 
time you have publiſh'd, may be deem!'d the Firſt ; becauſe the Do- 
Ror hath not anſwer'd you as yet. Your being a Judge or Cenſor 
won't do : Neither Oath, nor Diſcretion, bound you to Print any 
thing. Lhope you were a Phyſician then ; and it ſo, I leave you to 
think of the AdjeRive you uſe.

Now we will goon to the Matter of FaR, as by you related. The 
Dodter brought the ſaid Woman thirty ſix Grains of Cant barides, to be taken 
to Cure an Ulcer of: the Bladder, whereof ſhe took thirty Grains in.12 Hours, 
upon which enſued, Firſt, great Pains and Torment: with bloody Urine ; and 
then woyding of (everal Quarts of perfe# Blood, with Skins ann 
Fleſh That. ſhecontinued twenty two "_ in great Torment, mW _ 
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The Trith of this,zs it was declar'd and proved in Court,when the 
Door caſt this Woman, or the Cenforgrather,'is the folowing, wiz. 
Upon tht DoRors extraordinary Succdls in curing Ulcersin the Blad- 
der, by the Cantharide;(which.is a Diftemper hitherro accounted incu- 
rable), he was recamniended by Jome of his former Pati-nes to this 
Perſon, and found her'troubled with it, and a-Scyrrbas in the Vagina 
Uteri and 'Cancerous Piles withal ; he ſerds her eighteen of the Pills, 
with their Corrector Campbire ſeparately ; but with poſitive Orders not 
to take them but in his Preſence, ir order to give more or lefs, as the 
Caſe upon: particular Signs ſhould © require : She impatient of De- . 
lays,t:kes ſome of them in his Abſence,and without the Corre&or,up» 
on which ſome Pains and blondy Water enſued;bur no more then what 
is but too uſual, upon che bate applying of a Bliſter. The Do&tor be- 
ing ſent for:in haſte,chides her,but cakes off che Pains and bloody Wa- 
ter immediate!y ; ſends hier into the Country and attends almoſt daily 
upon her, for his forty Shillings. Not one ill Word againſt the Do- 
&or all this while, all the Clamour was againſt Mrs. SJoway the 
Midwife; who clear'd her ſelf from injuring the Perſon, by Doors 
Coarfeworth and Gibſen call'd ip, they finding then Cancerous Piles were 
the Cauſe of her Pains, for the Ulcer was gone. This Clamour being 
obviated, the DoRor was thought on about two Years akter, at the In- 
ſtigationof one of che Cenfors, whom che Door had exaſperated, 
as he eaſily will be. The Dacor being'clear'd ; the Woman muſters 
tip _ her tatter*d Crew co Swear that horrid Nonſenſe, produceth the 
Affdavits ; the Cenfors Condemn him upon them ; the Court of 
Kings Bench upon impartial hearing Acquits him of the Fac. 

This being fo, you are egregiouſly out both as to Fa#, and the Na- 
ture of the Thing, 1f, Thi above thirty Grains of correted Cantha- 
rides, have been given by the Door with Snccels, both before and 
ſince his Commitment, was fully prov'd in Court. 2h, Notwith- 
ftanding what the Womans Evidence Swore, it appear'd as plain, by 
their contradiQtion,and the tine of taking,that ſhe took leſs-chen fifteen 
Pills. 3/y, It was evident by the Doctors conſtant Praftice in at- 
tending, that it was againſt his Order ſhe cook any, it was at her Pe- 
ri] ſhe did it, and ought to have far'd worſe. 4/9, Thoſethat know 
the Symptoms upon che giving of Cantharides, willtell you, that '1/þ. 
there enſyes a plentiful diſcharge of Urine, then a defire to make Wa- 
ter with a Ic quantity of it ; wext, Strangury ; lafth, bloody Water 
with Pains ; but Perfe# Blood never : Experience and Famous Authors 
declare this expreſly-* I will not now Name them, but may e're long. 
By the Fleſh they mean (I ſuppoſe) the Sphiniter Veſice, Nymph, Cl; 


fors, 
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toris, and the Labia Pudendi perbaps : by the Skins the bits either of 
the Vagina or the Bladder it ſelf, corn off in pieces by theſe Venomous 
Animals, deftruifioe to Life, immncal to Nature, Muliebrs they muſt 
mean.

Ratsbane corieed, hath been uſed internally with Succeſs, in deſpe- 
rate Caſes, by: Muller, Bonetus and Wills. Cortex was formerly thought 
ſuch, and given at firſt but to Grains, with great Caution, and only 
by ſome: Till the Nature and Benefit of it, being duly obſerv'd by 
All, increas'd the Doſe of it almoſt ro Ounces. Who doubts but Ops- 
um is a Poiſon ? Yet daily us'd, in vaſt Doſe for pleaſure, inthe Ealt ; 
and here in moſt Cafes, even to Excef. Hellebore, Elaterium, Colo- 
quintida, Lapis Lazuli and other violent Purgatives,are no better with- 
out the former Precaution ; yet ſafely given by a skillful Hand. An 


expert Phyſician, that really knows the Medicine and Diſtemper, is 


the ſole Judge of the Doſe ; not to be abridg'd by meer Strangers to 
the Remedy and Intention. My Inſtances, moſtly either of natural 


Products, or ſlightly Artificial, have been adapted to your Capacities ; 


not daring to have a recourſe to Chymiftry, and tell you, how various 
and inſtantaneous Alterations and Corre&ions of Things, are thereby 
produc'd ; leaſt I ſhould be revil'd, for knowing ſomething of ſo Be- 
nificial an Art ; though only with intent to prevent its being hurtful.

&c. moſt lethiferons Poiſons and acute Venoms, Pray. what is become of 
your Mother Tongue and Wit ? What do you mean by Venomons Ani- 
mals ? Is there any other, but what ſhew themſelves.to be fuch whilſt 
alive ? Deleterious eicher by Tooth, Sting, or Touch: By. the firſt, as the 
Vipers, &c. Sting as the Scorpion, Cemopies,the poilonous Raja and Cat- 
Fiſh: Tooth and mediate Touch, as a Mad Dog: Mediate and imme- 
diate as the Torpedo : But a Spaniſh- Fly is as Venomeus as its kind, or a

Daire, Speers and Boucher, known honeſt A- 
potbecaries : The Bills were then, and are ready {till to be, produced 
in any Court. You were abſent, you ſay, when this was alledged ; 
yet Subpena'd as Witneſſes, by the Plaintiff,” and concerned as ſuch ; yea, 
and otherwiſe too, as hath been fully prov'd. You were really un- 
kind to the Woman, in not appearing ; to your ſelves, in not vindi- 
cating your Honour. Doubtleſs your Preſence would have over-aw'd 
the Court ; undone the Fact and aſſerted the Common Cauſe. You 
may ſtill be preſent, and Swear in your own Cauſe, as Evidence for 
the King : Do but indi& Mr.Speers of Perjury (with the reſt to make 
the ſhorter Work )as you have threatned ; and the Matter of Fa& will 
appear in its proper Colours:. The Number of the Bills is increas'd, 
and there is but ſuch an Opportunity wanting to produce them, and 
ſhew the World, how juſt you were in condemning the Door for 
the ſame Fat, you your ſelves were ſo notoriouſly Guilty of ; but 
with this remarkable Difference, that tho the DoQor knew the Can- 
tharides not to be a Poiſon, yet was careful to corre their Acrimony : 
You have declared them an Acute Venom; but adminiſtred them with- 
out any Caution (ſo much as to your ſelves), particular Diet, or Anti- 
dote ; unleſs it be that of Plinie, and Diuretics, as in one of the Bills, 
to increaſe their Force, Malignity and Venom, as you call it ; which 
appearing fully, by the Bills themſelves and the Latin direF;ons, and: 
folemaly atteſted, in a Publick Court : Pray. be not fo laviſh of your 
Tenders of Oaths, for fear of the worſt : Ac leaſt give us (ome ſatis- 
faction firſt, how far your Negative Depoſitions, as to Fat, and that. 
in your own Cauſe, can be valid, againſt a Poſitive Oath of ſober 
and credible Witneſſes, who have and will aflert dire&ly the Con- 
trary of what you pretend to. 

Reaſon Third, © The ſaid Cenſors having thus notoriouſly acted 
© like Ill Men, Informations, by order of the Kings Bench, were 
*brought ſeverally againſt them (in Obedience co and Incourage-- 
* ment by the Law) for not having qualified themſelves, for a Place 
* of ſuch high Truſt and judicial Authority ; but by thegreat Enylea- 
© yours of the ſaid Cenſors to evade them, the Suit hath prov'd 
* Expenſive, the ſaid Cenſors applying themſelves to His Majeſty, by 
©. way of Petition,for a Neli Proſequi ;. but His Majeſty being —_

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© ed of the Caſe, out of a tender Regard to Juſtice and the Laws, 
© waspleas'd to deny-therh. 

Reaſon Fourth, Dr. Burwell, one of the ſaid Cenfors, being Try'd 
* the ſirting alter the laſt Term, vpon the Information aforeſaid, a 
* ſpecial Verdi& was obtain'd againſt him ; and the reſt of the ſaid 
* Cenfors having joined Iſſue, are to be Try'd che next Term. 

Here you are diſpleas'd with the Proſecutors afferting, That you 
have acted notoriouſly like 11 Mcn. Bur if a notorious Injuſtice, 
back'd by a Barbarous Treatment of a Brother; perſiſted in to the 
laſt, with the utmoſt Aggravations, of privately Aſperſing, and 
publickly Calumniating, of an innocent Perſon, highly injur'd by 
your {elves before ; and that in Contempt, of the Law, the Deciſion 
of the Jury, the Advice of Friends, and the Senſe of Mankind, me- 
rits ſuch a Denomination ; be pleasd now to accept, not the Simili- 
tude only, but the Thing it ſelf. Ir was then your Ijuſftice, not the 
Proſecutors Malice, that occaſion'd the Informations. You have in- 
deed indeavour'd to evade them, upon as vain Pretences, as you make 
Uſe of here, and Sued, You ſay, for a Nols Proſequi, being inform'd 
by your Councel ; that you werenot within the AF : .But you know, That 
His Majeſty, upon true Information of the Matter of Fact, was 
—— to deny it: From which it doth plainly appear, that the 

roſecution was neither Malicious, nor Unreaſonable: For you were 
lefc to the Law, by his Majeſties Conſent to, and expreſs Approba- 
tion of, ſo juſt a Proſecution: And you have experien&d, by your 
repeated. fruitlefs Attempts,that the Right Honourable the Lords are 
of the ſame Mind. | | 

The Verdi& againſt Dr. Barwel, was brought in Special : But it 
was the Proſecutors defign'd Favour,to you not deferving any, that the 
leaſt Obnoxious Perfon was pitch'd upon amongſt you, to give you 
all time and ſcope of Repentakce : To that End; -he order'd his Coun- 
.ce], not to oppoſe the Special Verdi , when deſir'd : Furthermore, 
I am fully ſatisfied, if ic had been any'of the other Three, the Jury 
would have brought him in Guilty, for Reaſons you may learn in 
time. Notwithſtanding all this, you have revid the Proſecutor for 
being ſo tender, lighted bis Favours, and continae to do fo. 

You expreſs your ſelyes. wiſely, That the Matter is to be argued by 
(not before) the Judges ; but in your Wifdom, know not bow thu Cafe 
will be then determined : Yet, by an unaccountable Stubbornnefs, haz- 

zZard your Ruin, in a Caſe fuppos'd by your ſelves to be doubtful : 
You ſtop your Ears to the Advice of Friends, and the Counſel of 
thoſe, who not only guels at, but know your Danger ; light all 4g 
POIs; 
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ne lavgh atthoſe , who in Pitty would gladly have been your Mediators, 

hree of you indeed may think your ſelves Secure, and hape for an Accommo- 
dation timely enough, tho Burwellbe ruin'd ; bur you are nor (afe,tho' he ſhould 
eſcape ; your Pleadings muſt be different, your Cale worſe, your Defence as to 
any Point Infignificant: Bur. if the Old Gentleman ſhould perfitt in, and fall a 
Martyr to his Obſtinacy, you mutt nor, you cannot, in Realon and Juſtice expect 
any other Fate; as you were his Accomplices,more Ative, D-{izning and Spight< 
Ful ; you mult expect at feaſt the ſame, deſerve a worle Ufage. Goon in your 
Defiance ; the Proſecutor hath hitherto, and I believe, wili nor. Fail ro meer you 
One by One, wherever you are pleas d to carry the Suit : Bur wy Advice ro cke 
Former ( if be thinks fir to take 1t ) is to deſert you, that would expoſe bim Gng- 
ly, to the laſh of the Law, and agree with bis kinder Adverſary, whi!'ſt in the Way 
with him, leaſt, &c. Mat. 5. 25. 

I ſhall now take another Book in Hand, to prove that Dr. Greenfie/d allo ought 
to be confider'd : I mean thar of A/ius Medicus, .alias Dr. Bur well, againit Mr, 
Leſi. I ſhould not have advis'd Dr. Burwel! at all, bur that I really pitty bim, 
being made by Nature more Innocent then the Reit, as bis Book doth fully de- 
clare ir.
